Three n^ajor debating and public 
speaking events will be featured In 
Moyse Hall tomorrow night when the 
finals of the Arts interclass debating 
championship, the finals of the Tal-' 
boi Paphieau Cup competition and an 
Impromptu Public Speaking contest 
for the Reford Challenge ;pup will take 
place. The meeting *wlll start at 8.15 
and as it will probably be the last main 
function of the Debathig Union So- 
ciety, this season, it Is expected that 
a large crowd will be in attendance. 

The fhrst of the three contests to 
takë place, will be the fhials of the 
Arts interclass debasing championship. 
The semi-finals were held a few weeks 
ago and first and fourth years will go 
into the finals tomorrow night- The 
winner wlU be presented with a shield 
which is annually awarded by the Arts 
Undergraduate Debating Society.

" Tlie speaker first . gave a' general 
descrlptibn of the smelter ; and of.' the 
ore treated at the mbiey'./''riie'|;^pre.is 
brought into t h fcp l tofcand jiuf through 
a crVshiiig m'^EmSlfel- is then roasted 
to get rid "ofla^^mjiur and charged 
into the reverBaS^fêhiace to melt it. 
Thé products of the fuinace tire slag, 
which la thrown, away, and matte,' 
which is treated to producç metallid 
copper. The output at -the plant has 
been raised " from 5000 to 12000 ' tons a 
dayi',-. ,•: ■ '■■ i-;.;-;; 

The- matte is then put Into-i coiir: 
.yerter,' and blown to rid it of. iron 'wild 
sûjphùr. "nie resulting copper is refin- 
ed in an anode furnace and oast iptb 
large slab?^ called anodes. These anodes 
weigh a^out;, 700 pounds'. They arc 
shipped to Mimtrealjahdielectrolytical-

operation of the plant is the csthna- 
Uon and reduction of métal losses, and 
the economical use of coal In the 
reverbatory furnace.
